These opponents favored the re- 
Port of the syn@icate that was 
known as “scheme B.” It did got 
appear as an alternative in the vot- 
ing, but as it was introduced as an 
alternative into all discussions, the 
issue was not a little confused. 

“Scheme B,” proposed that a 
woman's university distinct from 
Cambridge University, but more or 
less affiliated, should be established 
at Cambridge, with Girton and 
Newnham as a nucleus. This uni- 
versity was to control its own cur- 
ricula, requirements and exami- 
nations, and grant its own degrees. 
As long as it was desirable the pian 
stated Cambridge University would 
open its lectures and laboratories 
to the students of the new institu- 
tion, but it would not accept them 
as members. 

Many objections to “scheme 
were expressed. The women argued 
that it would be impossible to es- 
tablish such a university, as there 
was no money for this purpose. It 
would be next to impossible to ad- 
minister it. The presence of the two 
Universities in one place would cre- 
ate an undesirable situation. Its 
degrees would have no standing in 
the academic world comparable to 
the Cambridge degree which they 
were seeking. 

The Manchester Guardian, the 
London Telegraph, the Westminster 
Gazette, and to a certain extent, the 
London Times, have favored the ad- 
mission, while the Daily Mail has 
opposed it by making it seem rather 
ludicrous. Most of the critica) 
weeklies supported “scheme A” and 
the prevailing opinion among them 
in issties of December 18, was that 
Cambridge has only delayed, not 
Prevented the inevitable recognition 
of its women students.

EMOCRATIC DISCOMFITURE. 

William G. McAdoo, one-time Secre- 
tary of the Treasury and Director-General 
of Railways,. etc., intimated to the defeated 
and badly demoralized Democratic cohorts 
at the Jackson Day banquet here that the 
Democratic party lost the last election be- 
cause it failed to advertise. He said that 
the defeat was due to the lack of organiza- 
tion between campaigns and advocated the 
application of modern business methods to 
partisan politics. 

“After my experience in the 1912 cam 
paign and my work in the ca:npaign later," 
said Mr. McAdoo, “I am firmly convinced 
that elections are won before the nomina:. 
tions are made.” He said that such things 
were ordered much better by the Repub- 
lican organization and that the Democrats 
would do well to adopt the methods of 
their astute and powerful: opponents. 

From the drift of Mr. McAdoo’s remarks 
it would seem that he favors the adaptation 
of motion-picture methods to national 
politics. He Buggests a great propaganda 
bureau that would create an atmosphere 
favorable to Democratic candidates for at 
least three years before the national cam- 
paign opens. He spoke little about prin- 
ciples or policies and much about partisan 
organization. Mr. McAdoo is a practical 
man. His experience has apparently cun- 
vinced him that the professional politician 
is worth a great deal more to his party 
than sincere advocates of party principles. 
The victory, goeg to the side that perfects 
the best organization to get out the votes, 
Whether an administration has made good, 
in the sense that it has given to the coun 
try a better government than its opponents 
have given, is a matter of small moment. 
It doesn't do to trust the voters to think 
for themselves: you must do their thinking 
for them, and teach them to foilow their 
leaders without asking embarrassing ques- 
tions, was his argument. _ 

There was a cynical frankness about the 
ex-Secretary's address which marks the 
trend of modern Democratic political meth- 
ods. He warned the mooratic chieftains 
“not to rely on fhe poggibjlity of Repub- 
lican mistakes making the next election go 
Democratic. There never was a poorer 
ground on which to pase the hopes of 


' victory.” That sovnds very much as 


though he expects the Republican adminis- 
tration to make good, as far as the govern: 
ment of the country is concerned, and sees 
hope for victory only in a compact partisan 
organization matched against unorganized 
public opinion. While it is a forlorn hope, 
still it is upon bushwhacking tactics and 
forlorn’ kopes that the Demograts must rely 
for success until the memory of the present 
inefficient and wasteful administration has 
passed from the minds of the electorate. 


The Times agrees with Mr. McAdoo that . 
the last election was won before the nom- 


inations were made. It was won nearly two 
years before, when the people of the country 
repudiated for the first time in the history 
of the country a war administration. The 
trouble with the Democratic party lay in 
the fact that it was advertised “not wisely, 
but too well.” That 7,000,000 plurality for 
Harding and Coolidge was a repudiation 
ulike of policies and men. 

No President ever made a greater mess 
of internal administration than Woodrow 
Wilson. Good _ policies were marred by 
sh.ftiess and ignorant application on the 
part of his subordinates. If there were 
men with brains and executive ability in 
the Democratic party, the Presid@nt failed 
to find them. It is the consensus of opinion 
of the world at large that the men who 
could have been of most service to the 
administration and the nation were forced 
out of the Cabinet shortly after they were 
invited to enter. No one will gainsay Mr. 
McAdoo’s statement that the election was 
won before the nominations were made, 
but few will agree with him that any kind 
of organization or application of “business 
methods” could have staved off defeat. The 
campaign was lost by reason of that good 
old Lincolnian maxim, “You can’t fool all 
the people all the time.” 

Mr. McAdoo’s assertion that the Dem- 
ocrats must not depend upon Republican 
mistakes to defeat that party is illuminat- 
ing. He makes plain that his party must 
not rest on any false hopes that the Repubh- 
lican leaders will again split the party 
into two factions, as was done in 1912. He 
has no faith in the theory that they have 
enough rope to hang themselves, and will 
use it for that purpose, or that the majority 
group will kick the minority Into the Dem- 
ocratic party. Present indications all point 
to a good administration and, if public 


opinion is left to direct itself, the deserving. 


Democrats face a long series of hard 
winters. 

So Mr. McAdoo would have the Dem- 
ocratic party reorganize on the British plan. 
He would have them set to work at once 
to collect a campaign fund sufficient to 
open elaborate offices in Washington, with 
branches in the great centers of population 
of the country, and set a national press 
bureau at work on a great propaganda 
campaign. In connection with this, he ap- 
peals to the politicians who will be retired 
to private life early this yeur, and who 
naturally look forward to the time when 
they can get their feet back into the public 
trough, to set to work at once to organize 
political machines in every part of the coun- 
try where there is a Nope for future Dem- 
ocratic victory. He would match the machine 
against the people in the next campaign. 
The Republicans of the country will look’ 
with good-natured tolerance on this latest 
Democratic offensive. A party with a 
7,000,000 plurality against it is plainly in 
such desperate straits that it is not sur- 
prising its leaders should suggest desperate 
remedies.

HE WAGE STANDARD. 

Street-car employees in Detroit are fac- 
ing a 20 per cent cut in wages. By an al- 
most unanimous vote, however, the men re- 
fuaed to accept the reduction. It is not so 
very long ago that the men were on the 
verge of striking for an advance. Their 
wages have been twice boosted, however, 
and an adjustment was apparently reached 
based upon the company business and work- 
ing conditions. It is upon this showing 
that the cut in wages is now declared to 
be necessary. It is unfortunate that it 
should. be pressed. It is true that Detroit 
is now full of idle men and that the car 
company can probably get all the help it 


- Wants at its own price, but this class of 


service has never been adequately paid for 
until recently and it is better for the pub- 
lic and all concerned that its quality be 
improved and maintained by continuing a 
fair wage schedule. In the long run the 
people pay and, although they often kick, 
they are seldom definitely quarreisome. 
Workers generally had to show competent 
reasons for the increased pay which they 
gained. Of course, there were some who 
took advantage of the employers’ needs or 
business conditions and demanded and se- 
cured more than they were worth. But the 
rank and file got their extra money because 
they earned it and had to have it to meet 
advanced living costs. 

It is up to the employers now to behave 
better than did the workers. The tempta- 
tion to cut wages because men are clamor- 
ing for jobs is strong but should -be resist- 
ed. Now is the time to build up and 


strengthen the organization by recognizing | 
‘loyalt? and ability and paying for it. 


While it fs true that there can be no gen- 
eral dewnfall fn prices without a radical 
cut in labor costs, there should be no wage 
reductions without ample and convincing 
reason. If wages are cut the employer 
shovld not only be prepared to furnish sat- 
isfactory warrant to the workers, but should 
be ready to fully justify himself before the 
public. 

Let there be né wage-cutting unless it is 
imperative and fwlly demanded by trade 
conditions. The bad spot in business will 
soon be passed. A better situation wim 
materialize before a new summer and it 
behooves both capital and labor to sit tight 
and avoid rocking the boat. 


UPES MOSTLY. 

An aftermath of the “outlaw strike,” 
by which the radical element tn the railroad 
brotherhoods sought by a system of strikes 
and sabotage to force the government to 
take back the railroads, is to be found in 
the arrest of a number of railroad” em- 
ployees in the central part of the State 
on a charge of looting freight cars. Five 
of those now under arrest are reported to 
have made confessions which involve at 
least thirty other employees. 

It is probable that only the dupes of the 
radical propagandists are directly impllf- 
cated. Those who preached that robbing 
the owners of the rallroads was no crime 
are pretty certain to have scrupulously 
avoided putting thelr own propaganda into 
effect. The “boring in” of the I.W.W. and 
the Bolshevist elements proved for the most 
part to be a failure, as it was applied to 
the railroad brotherhoods; for the great 
majority of the railway employees were 
neither revolutionists nor anarchists at 
heart. But there were a few dupes who 
were led to believe that it was in the in- 
terest of the working classes to destroy all 
forms of existing society, to dissipate the 
accumulated savings of past generations 
and build a new civilization on the ruins of 
the old. 

Where such abstractions lead ts disclosed 
in the discovery of thefts of merchandise 
amounting to thousands of dollars and the 
arrest of the railroad men now in custody. 
Sabotage is only a form of theft and most 


petty revolutionists are sooner or late. 


guilty of murder. Felon and murderer are 
ugly names, but they are to be found be- 
neath the mask of sabotage and sedition. 
The one grain of comfort in this miser 
able affair is that so small a number of 
railway men were corrupted by the preach- 
ers of Bolshevism. During the last six 
months the members of the railroad broth- 


| erhood have been giving, in the main, an | 


honest day's work for an honest day's pay. 
The detection of the radicals will benefit 
alike the railroad employees and the ship- 
pers. It would be but a step from robbing 
box cars to wrecking trains. 


TAX PROBLEM. ‘ 

Everybody's talking about taxes. The 
need of doing' away with some of the im- 
posts is apparent. Los Angeles merchants 
and others who have been interviewed de- 
clare that the excess profits tax Is espe- 
cially obnoxious. There is a loud cry 
against it in other parts of the country. 
The Republicans are expected to grapple 
earnestly with this subject shortly after the 
inauguration of President Harding and it is 
the general opinion that the tax will be 
abolished. But money will have to be 
raised, (1s: the same, to carry on the gov- 
ernment of the country. Some people may 
think, in fact many do, that one tax is as 
good as another for this purpose. This is 
far from being the case. The experience 
of our neighbor, Canada, hag shown this. 
The Dominion on the north started the year 
1920 with the most encouraging prospects. 
People were buying freely, there was plenty 
of money in circulation and high prices did 
not seem to worry the spenders. The gov- 
ernment at Ottawa thought it saw a chance 
to rake in some much needed coin so it 
clapped on a luxuries tax, a measure which 
had proved unpopular but productive in 
other countries during the war. The tax 
seemed to hit at the very prosperity of the 


country. Merchants everywhere began to. 


find it hard to sell expensive goods. They 
found the people willing to buy until they 
were informed that they would have to pay 
a luxuries tax In addition and that knocked 
out thousands of sales. The Premier made 
a trip across Canada to talk about the tariff. 
VDeputations besieged him and demanded 
that the luxuries tax be taken off. Finally, 
as a sort of Christmas present to the coun- 
try, it was dropped; but the prosperity so 
apparent early last year had departed and 
Canada ended the year feeling rather 
dismal. 


HE AMERICAN HOME. 

According to estimates from the Na- 
tiona] Chamber of Commerce the country is 
still short more than a million homes and 
there are upward of four million persons 
who are inadequately housed. Of course 
there are not a great number who are ac- 
tually homeless, but the four millions is 
made up of those who are real house-seek- 
ers. Most of them would buy or build, but 
there is still a brisk demand for rental 
homes. If construction work were going on 
everywhere at the rate it is in Los Angeles 
any national shortage would soon be re- 
Heved. The building operations in this tity 
last year exceeded $60,000,000 in cost and 
more than half of it represented by middle- 
class homes. There are houses. for more 
than ten thousand families and the build- 
ing program is being maintained at a rate 
which would take care of fifty thousand 
fresh arrivals each year. First thing we 
know rents will be back on a reasonable 
basis. For its size Los Angeles is beating 
the whole universe in the extent of its 
home building. No city in America can 
even approach it. 


A VICE-PRESIDENTIAL HOME. 

The election of a Vice-President, rich in 
intellectual matters, but comparatively poor 
in worldly goods, has brought up the ques- 
tion of a home for the second highest ex- 
ecutive official of the nation. The duties 
of this position require the Vice-President’s 
presence in Washington as presiding of- 
ficer of the Senate. Yet his salary is such 
that the rents demanded by Washingtoa 
landlords for a’ suitable abode would not 
leave much of a balance for other living ex- 
penses. 3 

It is clearly the duty of Congress to pro- 
vide either a suitable home or a salary 
big enough to pay the Vice-Presidentia) 
house rent. It was quite a novelty for one 
of the greater politica] parties to nominate 
amy but a rich man for second place on the 
ticket. But it is a precedent that should be 
encouraged by making it possible for a man 
of limited financial] resources to get through 
his term without having to run in debt for 
living expenses.—([Boston Post.

The American Economic Associa- 
tion has now attained the respect- 
able age of a third of a century. 
Its thirty-third annual meeting has 
just been concluded at Atlarttic 
City, N. J. 

The meeting brought together a 
notable group of American econo- 
mists and other students of indus- 
trial conditions. There was the 
broadminded, if somewhat austere 
president, Herbert J. Davenport of 
Cornell University; several former 
presidents—-Ely, of Wisconsin, Selig- 
man of Columbia, Carver of Har- 
vard, Fisher of Yale—added distinc- 


the varied program ran the note of 
sincerity and genuine scholarship.. 

That economic scholarship no 
longer sets itself apart and holds 
itself aloof from affairs is a hope- 
ful sign. social science, as well as 
physical and biological, must not 
spend itself in closet discussion, but 
must be made to serve mankind. 
Along with the university profes-. 
sors at the Atlantic City meeting 
were such practical workers ag C. 
E. Lesher, editor of the Coal Age; 
A C. Miller of the Federal Reserve 
Board: R. 8. Rife of the Guaranty 
Trust Company; and R. C. Leffing- 
well, formerly Assistant Secretary 
of the Treasury. | 

And the topics discussed were 
by no means wholly “academic.” 
To llvstrate, two entire sessions 
were devoted to the economic prob- 
lems of the soft coal industry of 
the United States. and one impor- 
tant session was devoted to a crit- 
ical review of the Federal Reserve 
Board policy. Other topics in- 
cluded the railroad situation, the 
foreign trade balance, Federal tax- 
ation of profits and Ancome, and 
farm marketing. ae 

Questions of fundamental eco- 


to elicit both lively interest and 
genuine warmth. Leo Wolman’s 
paper on the theory of production 
was a brilliant discussion, and 
scholarly essays on a revolution of 
economic theory and soundings in 
non-Euclidean economics called for 
prolonged applause. The discus- 
sions on the theory and application 
of index numbers in relation to pro- 
duction and value were such that 
Irving Fisher was led to declare 
that they marked an epoch in the 
history of the association. 

In his presidential address on 
the “Post-War Outlook,” Dr. Daven- 
port preached sane and wholesome 
economic doctrine for the times, 
setting up the common welfare as 
the true goal. Disavowing complete 
individualism and complete Social- 
ism alike, he demanded a rational 
society that will combine liberty 
and authority. While solicitous for 
the preservation of the competitive 
principle. he declared that real 
democracy cannot permanently per- 
mit economic aristocracy. The ear- 
nest address constituted a timely 
appeal for progressive conservatism. 

In close relationship to the

submitting the case to mere “medi- 
cine men,” industrial quacks of any 
and all kinds, with their alluring 
but ineffective nostrums. 

A thorough diagnosis on entering 
the new year indicates that the 
strength of the fever is already 
broken and that the patient is 
about to enter upon a period of 
recuperation. Let him but summon 
his faith to the umost and add to 
fait ing good works, and in 
a f hort months—we are per 
mitted to believe—his giant strength 
will astonish the world.

Thus 
the Island of New Guinea, the great- 
est island in the world, if we c - 


fy Australia as a continent, was, be- 
fore the war, divided between the 
British, Dutch and Germans. The 
British have now taken over, in the 
name of Australia, the German 
claims. 

We think of. New Guinea as a 
considerable patch of dry land in 
the expanse of the Southern Ocean, 
but have difficulty realizing that if 
.{t could be laid down on the United 
States one end would be at Port- 
land, Me., the other near Omaha, 


- and that it would blot out an area 


about twice the size of the German 
Empire and including something 
like a quarter of the population of 
these United States. It contains 
vastly greater resources than Ger- 
many, also about a thousand white 
people and 500,000 aborigines, large- 
ly cannibals. Half of it yet remains 
Dutch, but fits predestination to be 
essentially British is quite obvious. 

Australasia aims at leadership in 
the south temperate zone, on lines 
curiously parallel to those by which 
Great Britain has become leader in 
the north. With inexhaustible coal 
and iron she is creating iron and 
steel and shipbuilding industries 
and a navy of her own. The war 
era has been marked by the com- 
pletion of Australia’s first transcon- 
tinental railroad, suggestive remind- 
er of the beginning of our own 
Union Pacific.—[Judson C. Welliver 
in Country Magazine.

TAMPICO (Mex.) Jan. 5.—You 
don’t have to go to Bagdad to see 
a street bazaar with a real oriental 
flavor. You may see one any day in 
this, “the most American city in the 
world outside the United States,” 
within two blocks of American of- 
fice buildings crowded with Ameri- 
can business men and streets crowd- 
ed with American automobiles, by 
simply walking across the street 
from the west end of the plaza, out 
of the very modern new world and 
into an old world beside which 
much of the real old world looks 
new. 

This bazaar is about three blocks 
long and shaped like a horse collar, 
with a ribbon of streets across the 
bottom. It follows four streets, none 
of which quite goes straight, but 
they are not recognizable as streets. 
They are the bazaar. Their sides are 
lined with boothg in which every- 
thing itmaxinable to eat and wear is 
on display, including many booths 
in which native rugs and shawls 
and crockeries are for sale, which 
are particularly suggestive of the 
Orient. 

In front of these booths are nar- 
row, irregular passageways hedged 
in on the other side by a double row 


Tampico has called adventurers 
from as many and as distant ports as 
did the yellow gold of the/Kiondike 
or the diamond fields of Kimberley. 
So motley and restless, indeed, is 
the crowd of strangely mingled hu- 
man beings, incessantly weaving in 
and out between the booths, bright 
with blankets and pottery, glowing 
with the rich golds gnd reds of 
tropical fruits and gaudy with trop- 
ical flowers that when one looks 
down on the scene from the plaza 
he half fancies a great Persian or 
Indian rug is being woven before his 
eyes. :

If it has brought any benefits, 
these have been enjoyed by the mag- 
nates and not by the fans, and the 
club owners apparently did not profit 
gréatly in a material way, as a num- 
Ler of. them favor a return to the 
old order. 

RAISE STANDARD. 

The pi@lic wanted the draft abol- 
ished in order that the stgndard of 
baseball might be raised by retain- 
ing the pick of their players. There 
has been no such result. Hardly a 
Coast League club which js not will- 


ing to send one or two of its best 
players to the majors if it can get @ 
flock of inferior players in return. In 
fact, it is being done right along. 

Shelving of the draft has not 
added an ounce of class to baseball 
on the Coast, and the boldest critic 
will not maintain the standard today 
is as high as it was during a num- 
ber of seasons when the draft was in 
force. 

GENERAL SHORTAGE.

general shortage of talent the coun- 
but the fact remains that 
the long-craved freedom from recog- 
mator-leact'e domination has 
failed of the results expected and 
promised. 

The domination of the majors is 
no less actual because it does not 
exist officially. They continue to 
dominate throitrh (financial force 
made possible by sheer superiority 
in population. Coast League owners, 
or at least a majority of them, do 
not make a practice of disposing of 
their best players through  prefer- 
ence, but because the majors, who 
have a virtual corner on the talent, 
will not shake themselves loose from 
any players unless the minors give 
them their pick in return. And the 
must take what they 
can get, all too often a mixture of 
two extremes — broken down big 
leaguers with a preponderance of 
half-baked rookies. 

The minors, if they decide to make 
themselves amenable to the draft, 
will demand $7500 as the price as 
against the former figure of $2500. 
It is unlikely that the majors will 
meet this raise, but will offer to 
compromise on $5000. The best play- 
er on a team usally is sold before 
the draft opens, with the result that 
the player drafted generally is the 
second best man, and under present 
standards second-best minor leaguers 

are seldom worth that figure. 


Secret practice in football long has 
been the butt of much facetious 
comment on the part of the critics, 
who in most cases regarded it as a 
bit of gridiron buffonery or an effort 
on the part of a coach and his team 
to buffalo the opposition and also the 
public into thinking that they had 
something fearful and wonderful to 
offer in the way of new football. 

As a rule, these secret practices do 
not result in any effectual surprises 
being sprung in the game itself, and 
their chief interest probably lies in 
the appeal which the mysterious al- 
ways makes to a certain class.
